Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed 12/9/04, with respect to claims 1-4, 
8, 10-13, 15-17, 19-24, 28, 30-33, 36, 37, 39 and 40 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-4, 8, 10-13, 15-17, 19-24, 28, 30-33, 36, 37, 39 
and 40 have been withdrawn.

2. Claims 1-4, 8, 10-13, 15-17, 19-24, 28, 30-33, 36, 37, 39 and 40 are allowed over 
the prior art of record.
